So much interest has been excited by a let­ 


ter from Boston, published in the Globe at 


Washington, that we republish it below 
to 


gratify many of our readers. 
W e also give 


extracts from an address of tire Young M en ’s 


Committee intended, we suppose, to invali­ 


date the statements in the letter. 


Boston, March 11, 1834.— Dear S ir —Tire 
Committee of citizens of this city, friendly to 
the Bank, start for Washington this morning, 
with a memorial to Congress 
T heir im m e­ 
diate design is, to influence Congress by their 
presence as lobby members. 
Their ultimate 
object is, to gain the political power and the 
mastery of the country. 
I present to you the 
following detail o f facts, to counteract any 
incorrect misrepresentations which they may 
make. 
O ur population is about 75,000. 
The 
Opposition here pretend to count 93 failures 
since the fir-t of October, the time o f the re­ 
moval of the depositee. 
T aking their own 
statement, I make the following classification : 
Merchants, 10, bookseller, 1, dry goods dealers, 
12, grocers, 7, jewellers, 3, butchers, 3, paper 
dealers, 3, hard ware men, 2, shoe sellers, 7, 
manufacturer, I, fancy goods jobbers, 2, tail­ 
ors, G, money changer, 1, leather dealers, 2, 
apothecaries 2, schoolmaster, I, law yer, J, 
stationer, 1, finding store, 1, cabinet maker, 1, 
professions unknown, G, broker, I, tinman, 
1, whip maker, 1, shoe maker, I, umbrella 
makers, 2, painter, 1, builder, 1, printers, 2, 
thread dealer, 1, ink maker, 1, chair maker, 1, 
grain dealers, 2, mustard grinder, 1, physician, 
I, ship chandler, 1, book binders, 2— in all, 
93. 
Some half dozen of the above were em­ 
barrassed by the failures of others, and after a 
few days' suspension, resumed their business, 
and pay their debts as they become due.— 
Several of them are persons who have failed 
once, twice, or of'tener, before— and the liabil­ 
ities of very many of the residue vary from 
1000 to 5000, and 10.000 dollars for each. 
There are not more than 25 that can be, or 
would have been, at any other time, fairly 
called mercantile failures, or that would have 
commanded the least public notice, in ordina­ 
ry tunes. 
Among this whole number, there 
are not h alf a dozen but ought to have failed 
under any circumstances ol the money mar­ 
ket. 
In 1822, when the United States Bank 
was in its pristine glory, there were upwards 
of one hundred and thirty lailures during that 
summer, most of them heavy— and our popu­ 
lation was then some 23,000 less than it is 
now. 
In 
1825, the

was 
greater than it has been this winter, and the 
failures were heavy. 
In 1827— 8, we w it 
nessed a similar scene. 
1 understand that since the removal of the 
deposites, in October last, there have been up­ 
wards of two millions of dollars, impost du­ 
ties, collected at this port— that tlieie are but 
five delinquents on bonds, owing less than 
eleven thousand dollars duties, all of which 
will ultimately be paid ; an unusually small 
amount of delinquencies for such a period of 
time. There has been a considerable pressure, 
partly owing to over-trndmg— a good deal to the 
heavy curtailments of the United States Bank 
in this city ; but still more to the efforts of the 
panic-makers. who have done all they could 
to frighten both borrowers and lenders 
A ll 
have joined to cry up the money market, and 
the rate of usury has varied from six to eigh­ 
teen per cent. 
But, after all, there is not ten 
per cent, of the whole debts due from our citi­ 
zens, that bears more than six per cent, in­ 
terest ; and, taking into view the money loan­ 
ed on mortgages and stocks, at less than six 
percent., 1 doubt if the average rate of inter­ 
est, on all debts due, coines up to six per cent. 
The removal of the deposites, so far from caus­ 
ing the money pressure here, has relieved it. 
The two millions of revenue collected here is 
loaned out to our citizens— not monopolized 
by sontO dozen great houses, the pampered fa­ 
vorites of the Ban k — but diffused in small 
sums to immense numbers.

In regard to the memorial and its signers, 
it is the work of politicians—panic makers, for 
political mastery. 
The mail that brought the 
news of the vole to refer the Report nf the 
Secretary Ot tlie Treasury to the Committee 
of W ays and Means— which vole came upon 
the Bank »Men as unexpectedly as a thunder 
clap from a clear sky—brought orders from 
some of our distinguished men in Congress to 
get up another Bank steam ; they’ wanted sup 
port at home, as their hopes were blighted 
every 
where else. 
The committee go to 
Washington with their G,700 names, which 
they will call the voice of Boston. 
| n getting 
signers, they did not confine themselves to 
age, color, or residence. 
There are not over 
five thousand resident males, over 21 years of 
age, 1 am confident, whose names are on the 
memorial. 
There are above 12,000 names on 
the voting lists of the city, a d Iroin computa­ 
tion, 1 think there must be more than 20,000 
resident male?, over 21 
years old—and as 
every man in the city was called upon to 
■ign, the inference is hence irresistible, that 
a large majority of our population is opposed 
to the Bank. 
There is to be an unti-Bank 
meeting on Wednesday, at which a strong 
and decided expression may be expected.

A wholesale assertion ot this sort 
can only be answered in one way.

no evidence adduced— of course none can be 
falsified.

positive denial of its truth is the most that 
can be made, and a positive denial of its truth, 
the Committee, under their own hands, now 
make. 
False — lalse in letter, false in spirit,

Committee were appointed, contained the ex­ 
press provision that none but citizens of tw en­ 
ty-one t’ears of age and upwards should lie al­ 
lowed to sign the memorial. 
A great part of 
the signers must have seen that provision in 
the public papers. 
It was repeatedly impress­ 
ed upon all the Committee, and upon all those 
gentlemen who kindly volunteered to assist 
the Committee in obtaining signatures. 
It is, 
moreover, in the knowledge of the Committee 
that names were repeatedly refused, owing to 
both these disqualifications, and that other 
names were, on the same account, stricken 
off the memorial, which had been accidentally 
or unknowingly received. 
W hether all these 
precautions and remedies have been entirely 
successful, or whethei there are now on the 
memorial, names signed in ignorance, or even 
in defiance of the rule prescribed, the Com­ 
mittee cannot pretend to say. 
A s to the distinction of color, which was 
doubtless italicised for the southern market, it 
is not known to the Committee that the me­ 
morial is signed by a single individual obnox­ 
ious to the writer's reproach in this respect. 
But they would al*o take the liberty to say, 
that if any, or all of the three hundred colored 
persons who, under our laws, are entitled to 
all the privileges of freemen, had volunteered 
to record their protest against usurpations 
which have regarded no distinctions and no 
laws, they would not have ventured to refuse 
them.
